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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of the amendment filed on August 29, 2005, which has been 
fully considered in this action. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, claims 1-9 in the reply filed on November 
1, 2004 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that claims 21 and 22 are not 
independent and distinct from claims 1-10. This is not found persuasive because the claim only 
functionally recites, "for a fire pump" and is considered intended use since claims 21 and 22 
have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, 417/1. 
However, claim 10 is closely related to claims 1-9 and will be examined. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

3. Claims 21 and 22 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), 
as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed on November 
1,2004. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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5. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being incomplete for 
omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such omission amounting to a 
gap between the necessary structural connections. See MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted structural 
cooperative relationships are between the nozzle and the nozzle control unit and between the 
hose and the nozzle control unit. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claims 1 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Springer. 
Springer discloses a control apparatus for a pump comprising an operation control unit 1 5 

and a condition display unit 90 including at least a 7-segment display, see col. 8, lines 4-14. 
With respect to applicant's statements of intended use, i.e. (for a fire pump, for instructing an 
operation mode of the fire pump, for transmitting an operation control signal corresponding to 
the instructed operation mode to the fire pump boy via the power source line, for receiving a 
condition display signal from the fire pump body via the power source line and for displaying an 
operation condition for the fire pump on the basis of the condition display signal received by said 
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operation control unit), the device of Springer is capable of performing applicant's intended use, 
therefore, the claims are fully anticipated. As to the use of "consisting essentially of, note 
MPEP 21 1 1.03, where it stated that when' such language is used, for the purposes of searching 
for and applying prior art, the phrase "consisting essentially of will be construed as equivalent 
to "comprising". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 2-4 and 6-9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

9. Claim 10 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
